was  to  carry  out  His  program.  He 
did  give  to  the  word  a  new  signifi¬ 
cance.  The  word,  “church”  appears 
more  than  one  hundred  times  in  the 
New  Testament  and  in  the  vast  ma¬ 
jority  of  these  instances  it  refers  to 
a  local  congregation  of  believers.  In 
this  study  of  the  term,  however,  it 
will  be  used  In  the  sense  of  the  church 
as  an  institution  rather  than  in  the 
local  sense. 

There  Is  no  hint  anywhere  In  the 
New  Testament  that  later  changes 
were  to  be  made  In  the  church.  Any 
differences  which  are  discernible  in 
the  New  Testament  are  not  changes 
away  from  the  church  as  Instituted 
by  Jesus,  but  merely  development  in 
the  principles  outlined  by  Him. 

The  membership  of  the  church  is 
to  be  made  up  of  regenerated,  scrip- 
( translated  turally  baptized  believers  in  Christ. 

The  command  of  Jesus  was  first  to 
disciple  and  then  to  baptize.  Those 
who  have  given  evidence  of  saving 
faith  In  Jesus  Christ  as  a  personal 
Saviour  are  eligible  for  baptism,  for 
God  does  not  ignore  saving  faith.  In 
the  salutation  of  Paul's  epistles  he 
makes  It  evident  that  church  mem¬ 
bers  were  to  be  regenerated  beings.

(With  this  issue  we  begin  the  auto¬ 
biography  of  llvman  Appelman.  na¬ 
tionally  known  Jewish  evangelist.  It 
is  a  thrilling  story  and  one  that 
should  encourage  every  reader.  At 
the  present  time  he  is  in  a  twelve 
weeks’  revival  campaign  in  Missis¬ 
sippi.  .March  6-19  at  Columbus; 
March  20- April  2  at  New  Albany  and 
April  3-16  at  Clarksdale.  Go  hear 
him  if  at  all  possible. 

(Below  we  quote  the  foreword  of  the 
Appelman  .Autobiography  written  by 
Rev.  E.  J.  Daniels,  pastor  of  the  First 
Baptist  Church,  Fairfield,  Alabama. — 
Editor.) 

Without  doubt  the  greatest  living 
evangelist  in  the  world  today  is 
Hyman  Appelman,  a  Christian  Jew. 
He  is  being  used  of  God  to  win  thou¬ 
sands  to  Christ  every  year.  He  has 
had  over  2,700  won  to  Christ  and 
church  fellowship  in  one  meeting,  as 
In  the  great  city-wide  revival  con¬ 
ducted  some  months  ago  in  Philadel- 
pria.  Penn.  Now  he  is  being  heard 
by  hundreds  of  thousands  each  week 
over  the  radio,  and  being  read  by 
scores  of  thousands  through  the 
printed  page. 

He  has  the  fire  and  passion  of 
Apostle  Paul.  His  conversion  and  call 
to  the  ministry  is  almost  as  unique 
as  was  that  of  the  great  apostle  of 
New  Testament  fame.  In  each  of  his 
revival  campaigns  he  gives  the  story 
of  his  life.  I  have  seen  multitudes 
moved  to  tears  as  he  told  how  God 
led  him  from  “A  Jewish  Lawyer  to 
*  a  Baptist  Preacher."  In  a  revival 
meeting  conducted  in  the  "Church  of 
the  Open  Door,”  of  Los  Angeles.  Calif., 
his  life  story  was  taken  down  by  a 
stenographer.  It  Is  here  printed  as 
he  preached  it.  As  you  read  the 
pages  to  follow  picture  yourself  sit¬ 
ting  in  the  audience  where  this  mod¬ 
em  Paul  told  this  gripping  story  of 
his  life.

We  were  the  guests  of  Editor  A.  L. 
Goodrich  of  The  Baptist  Record  Sec¬ 
retary  D.  A  McCall  and  their  asso¬ 
ciates  tai  the  Baptist  work  in  that 
great  state.  Editors  of  all  the  Baptist 
*Ute  papers  in  the  territory  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  were 
present  with  the  exception  of  Mis¬ 
souri.  Virginia,  and  South  Carolina. 
A  very  timely  program  had  been  ar¬ 
ranged  by  President  L.  L.  Gwaltney 
of  The  Alabama  Baptist.

The  Baptist  state  papers  now  have  a 
combined  circulation  of  more  than 
425.000.  an  Increase  of  a  little  more 
than  30%  in  the  last  twelve  months. 
These  state  papers  are  our  greatest 
agencies  of  publicity  for  promoting 
the  cause  of  world  mission  causes, 
education  and  benevolence. 

Christian  missions  have  influenced

Basil  Matthews  tells  us, 
in  his  new  book.  “United  We  Stand.  ' 
that  In  that  mission  school  he  learned 
about  King  John  signing  the  Magna 
Carta,  Oliver  Cromwell,  and  the 
American  Declaration  of  Indepen¬ 
dence.  His  experience  in  that  school 
led  him  to  be  a  Christian.  When  he 
returned  to  China  he  walked  into  the 
Buddhist  temple  and  snapped  a  fin¬ 
ger  off  the  uplifted  hand  of  the 
1Wood,>n  god.  Expelled  from  the  vil¬ 
lage  by  his  elders,  he  secured  a  place 
as  an  orderly  in  a  Christian  hospital

It 
sounds  rather  the  part  of  a  simpleton  to  hear  someone  ranting  about  the  de¬ 
nomination  trying  to  “make  them  do  so  and  so."  Some  church  members  some¬ 
times  say  the  pastor,  or  church.  Is  “trying  to  make  them  do  so  and  so.  As  a 
pastor  we  would  not  have  lifted  our  little  finger  In  coercing  a  people  We 
would  not  do  It  now.  We  would  oppose  the  denomination  doing  It.  The  most 
humble  must  feel  free  to  participate  In  church  life,  speak  on  the  floor  of  the 
Convention,  offer  a  resolution  tall  Bapttsts  do  not  believe  and  practice  than, 

etc.  ..  ^ 

Our  irrrlce  |j  no  good  unless  “the  lore  of  Christ  constrains  us  The  com- 
non  people  heard  Jesus  gladly.  Let  us  keep  a  democratic  spirit  alive  In  our 
hearts,  our  churches,  our  conventions!

As  Brother  Appelman  showed  from  the  Bible  (James  and  Luke  11  how 
the  Holy  Spirit  gives  wisdom,  we  thought— If  Mississippi  Baptists  had  been 
possessed  of  the  Holy  8plrtt  we  would  not  have  a  tragic  alumni  association 
debt!

1.  There  were  4$  attending  the  morning  sessions  (notice  the  attached  roll 
for  names  and  addresses-.  Twenty  of  these  were  preachers;  14  of  this 
20  are  active  pastors;  7  “young  ministers  ';  6  were  deacons  and  the  re¬ 
mainder  were  women  and  men  who  were  interested  In  their  own  churches 

"Kingdom  of  Ood.”  .  . 

1.  The  afternoon  sessions  for  the  women  were  well  attended;  several  of  the 
pastors  attended  that  they  might  tak  this  work  back  to  thir  churches^ 

5.  As  a  result  of  the  Institute,  three  of  the  young  ministers  were  Inspired  to 
“leave  for  further  schooling." 

t  Asa  result  of  the  Institute,  there  was  organized  The  Baptist  Ministers 
Alliance  which  will  meet  weekly. 

4.  The  ushering  and  the  music  rendered  by  the  choir  at  the  night  services 
are  deserving  of  comment. 

6.  From  many  of  the  discussions  which  arose  In  the  morning  sessions,  this 
.observation  could  be  made:  If  these  Institutes  are  held  again,  It  would 
be  wise  to  give  a  place  on  the  programs  for  "church  finance'  (what  saith 

the  Lord).  , . 

7.  It  was  the  hope  of  all  of  those  attending  that  this  would  be  an  annual 

affair.  Many  wanted  to  go  on  for  another  week. 

Brother  McCall,  I  would  like  to  make  this  additional  observation  as  one 
-who  was  more-or-less  looking  in."  While  the  attendance  at  the  night  ser¬ 
vices  was  good,  there  was  a  noticeable  absence  (tome'  of  young  people.  Inter¬ 
mediates,  Juniors,  etc.  There  were  representatives  from  each  of  these  age 


groups  there,  but  not  In  large  numbers.  Axe  we  falling  to  reach  and  to  hold 
our  Negro  young  people?

DuptUU  have  recently  been  warned 
of  many  dangers  which  face  them 
now  and  which  will  face  them  after 
the  war.  The  majority  of  these  are 
real  affa  menacing.  There  la  the  min¬ 
ister  peril  of  the  union  movement. 
Coupled  with  this  U  the  clever  and 
Hggressive  campaign  of  Catholicism 
U>  win  the  confidence  of  Protestant 
and  Baptist  Americans.  The  tide  of 
sin  and  materialism  which  is  sweep¬ 
ing  the  land  is  rightly  singled  out 
as  a  danger.  The  decline  of  doctrinal 
conviction  coupled  with  a  lagging 
evangelistic  spirit  Is  a  two-headed 
monster  of  lethal  leer.  8ome  have 
singled  out  the  return  of  debt  as  our 
deadliest  perlL 

But  none  of  these  la  our  greatest 
danger.  Some  are  but  symptoms  of 
the  fact  that  the  real  monster  Is 
crouching  for  the  Kill  Our  greatest 
post-war  danger,  the  peril  which  lies 
In  wait  to  suck  our  life-blood,  and 
leave  us  to  flounder  and  die.  Is  failure 
Is  go  forward.  If  we  allow  a  listless 
spirit  which  has  no  challenging  pro¬ 
gram.  no  appealing  purpose,  no  driv¬ 
ing  passion,  to  pussess  us  we  will  be 
the  helpless  victims  of  any  and  all 
.  perils.  We  cannot  conquer  the  force 
of  heretical  religious  propaganda  by 
resentment  or  argument  We  cannot 
keep  our  denominational  sinews  from 
deteriorating  without  giving  them  a 
mighty  task  to  exercise  upon.  The 
poorest  way  to  keep  out  of  debt  would 
be  to  ask  our  people  to  simply  hold  to 
past  accomplishments  In  a  world  of 
such  titanic  need  as  to  capture  and 
hold  the  thought  of  every  soul  who 
has  the  spirit  of  Christ.  If  we  will 
give  our  people  such  a  great  program 
of  advancement  that  this  needy  world 
call*,  for  and  Christ  demands,  and  a 
vision  beyond  the  near  horizons  of 
past  accomplishments  Into  the  vast 
areas  yet  untouched,  then,  and  only 
then  will  they  be  saved  from  all  other 
dangers.' 

It  has  always  been  the  mighty  urge 
of  great  endeavor  which  has  held 
Christianity  together.  No  campaign 

has  ever  been  won  by  a  defense.  It 
takes  an  offense  to  roll  over  opposi¬ 
tion  to  victory.  Had  it  not  been  for 
Christs  commission  to  His  handful 
of  disciples  Christianity  would  have 
died  aborning.  He  gave  them  some¬ 
thing  to  live  for.  They  did  live  by 
the  power  generated  In  audacious  en¬ 
deavor.  The  death  march  of  re¬ 
ligious  groups  can  be  traced  by  their 
failures  to  launch  out  In  missionary 
endeavor.  If  Baptists  fall  to  have  a 
great  positive  program  of  missionary 
advancement  after  the  war  they  may 
expect  the  demons  of  lethargy,  care¬ 
lessness,  faithlessness,  and  sin  to  en¬ 
ter  the  denomination,  garnished  of 
debt,  and  take  possession  of  the  peo¬ 
ple.  The  boys  will  be  coming  back 
from  war — some  of  them  will  come 
back — having  saved  the  world  from 
pagan  rule  by  mighty  offensives.  If 
we  can  only  tell  them  that  we  have 
held  our  own  as  Baptists  In  a  world 
rotting  and  going  to  hell  they  will 
spurn  us — they  will  curse  us — they 
will  forsake  us.  This  world  Is  a  neigh¬ 
borhood.  and  we  cannot  fall  to  give 
the  gospel  to  the  world  without  being 
blighted  by  the  sin  which  will  result 
from  such  failure.  The  war’s  end 
will  present  great  opportunities  for

Dear  friends  of  Ute  Orphanage 


For  many  years  we  have  been 
blessed  in  the  work  of  caring  for 
orphaned  boys  and  girls.  Mississippi 
Baptists  have  been  kind,  thoughtful, 
and  generous  in  their  support.  Our 
thanks  go  to  you  daily. 

We  have  been  taking  stock  of  our 
development  and  from  experience  and 
observation  have  learned  a  few  les¬ 
sons.  You  who  have  never  lived  on  a 
campus,  in  an  institution’s  dormitory, 
or  with  a  large  group  win  have  dif¬ 
ficulty  In  understanding  some  of 
these  lessons  that  we  did  not  learn 
before  working  here.  You  who  have 
never  seen  the  reactions  or  observed 
the  attitudes  developed  in  dependent 
people  will  also  have  a  hard  time 
understanding. 

Space  does  not  permit  a  fuU  dis¬ 
cussion  nor  the  citation  of  eases  Just 
bear  in  mind  these  facts.  We  have 
had  some  to  go  out  from  here  level¬ 
headed.  sober,  practical  and  Indepen¬ 
dent.  They  have  been  a  source  of 
encouragement.  As  a  rule,  however, 
any  person  or  group  of  persons  cared 
for  over  a  period  of  time  by  an  Insti¬ 
tution.  agency,  or  organization  in 
most  instances  become  absolutely  de¬ 
pendent  on  someone  other  than  self, 
to  provide  them  with  home,  food] 
clothing,  training,  education,  enter¬ 
tainment,  everything,  if  such  a  per¬ 
son  comes  into  the  possession  of  a  lit¬ 
tle  cash,  in  his  or  her  reasoning  it  is 
»ot  to  be  spent  for  shoe  strings 
socks,  toothbrush,  hair  comb,  loose- 
leaf  paper  or  pencil  or  any  such  ne¬ 
cessity,  but  only  for  gum.  candy,  cold 
drinks,  hamburgers,  extra  picture 
•hows. 

Now  it  1s  all  right  for  some  of  their 
money  to  be  spent  on  little  pleasures 
and  luxuries.  But  a  plan  must  be 
made  whereby  they  may  buy  some  of 
their  necessities  as  well. 

Therefore,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
through  Its  committee,  formulated  a 
plan  for  every  child  to  be  given  some 
money  monthly  and  carried  to  town 
to  be  guided  In  the  spending  of  it. 
High  school  children  will  receive  94 
per  month;  grammar  schaol  92  and 
pre-school  $1.

JUDAS  AND  TETER-A  STUDY  IN 
CONTRASTS 
Bible  Text:  Mark  14 

Introduction: 

Let  me  be*  yon  to  read  this  chapter 
through  Ull  yon  have  all  the  event* 
recorded  In  It  dearly  In  mind.  The 
whole  chapter  mark*  a  new  period  toi 
Mark's  story  of  Je*u*‘  life.  >Wth 
chapter  13,  Mark  doaet  hi*  account 
of  the  prophetic  ministry  of  Jesus  In 
this  chapter  Mark  proceed*  to  the 
garnflclal  work  of  Jesus  The  con- 
(plracy  of  the  Jewish  rulers  against 
Him:  the  anointing  at  Bethany,  and 
the  engagement  of  Judas  to  betray 
Him;  the  preparation  for  the  Paaa- 
over.  Its  actual  celebration,  the  point¬ 
ing  out  the  traitor,  the  Institution  of 
the  Lord's  supper;  hi*  departure  to 
the  Mount  of  Olive*,  and  HI*  predic¬ 
tions  concerning  the  scattering  of  the 
twelve  and  the  fall  of  Peter;  His 
agony  In  Oethaemane  and  His  be¬ 
trayal;  HI*  arraignment  before  Cats- 
plus  and  the  Sanhedrin,  and  the 
three  denials  of  Peter,  form  the  topics 
of  this  chapter.  It  U  Idle  even  to 
think  of  covering  In  any  adequate 
manner  the  rich  content*  of  this 
chapter.  It  U  necessary  to  make 
selection  among  the  materials  of  the 
chapter  In  order  that,  in  a  vain  at¬ 
tempt  to  touch  everything,  we  should 
cover  nothing.  Let  ua  then,  look  very 
briefly  at  two  of  the  actors  In  this 
drama  of  the  Lord's  last  day  with 
them. 

I.  As  81m on  and  Judas  Appear  at  the 

First. 

Simon  was  not  Peter  at  first.  When 
he  came  to  Jesus,  he  was  only  Simon. 
He  was  profane  In  hla  speech,  violent 
in  temper,  impetuous  In  action,  for¬ 
ward  In  speech,  prejudiced  In  his 
views,  unstable  In  po&iUon  and.  no 
doubt,  esteeming  himself  more  highly 
than  he  ought.  We  know  a  lot  about 
81m on.  he  who  came  to  Jesus  on  a 
banter.  "Come  and  see."  after  he  had 
uttered  a  question  which  be  thought 
was  an  end  of  all  argument.  “Can 
any  good  thing  come  out  of  Naza¬ 
reth?" 

We  do  not  know  much  about  Judas, 
but  that  la  not  against  him.  as  we 
first  hear  of  him.  We  may  be  very 
sure  that  be  was  not  In  appearance 
repulsive,  or  unclean,  or  vicious,  or 
sullen,  or  In  appearance  dishonest. 
Our  Lord  chose  him  as  one  of  the 
twelve,  and  presently  we  find  him  in 
the  office  of  treasurer  of  the  little 
company,  a  place  of  trust  and  honor. 
This  position  also  aeta  him  before  us 
u  the  member  of  the  company 
thought  by  hla  fellow-disciples  and 
his  lord  to  possess  business  acumen 
In  an  unusual  degree.  He  must  have 
Possessed  at  the  first  quite  a  large 
measure  of  Interest  In  the  Lord,  also 
•hould  he  not  have  followed  him 
unywhere.  An  Interest,  beginning, 
perhaps  In  a  curiosity  to  know  how 
Kreat  the  power  of  Jesus  was,  and  to 
vliat  extent  He  would  employ  It  in 
the  enrichment  of  Himself  and  His 
followers,  la  aa  much  as  1  can  grant 
him. 

Perhaps  curiosity  also  drew  Simon; 
nny.  I  am  sore  of  that,  and  he  came 
M  Andrew  Invited  him,  to 
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aee.  He  brought  his  prejudices  against 
Naxareth  along  with  him,  but  he 
came  willing  to  be  convinced  that  he 
was  wrong.  But  high  above  all  this, 
Simon  was  a  man  who  set  a  lofty 
estimate  uj>on  spiritual  values.  He 
knew  what  things  In  this  world  were 
of  primal  worth,  and  he  left  his  fish¬ 
ing  boats  and  nets,  because  he  prized 
above  their  worth  the  value  of  the 
treasures  of  the  spirit. 

I  have  said  that  Judas  had  excel¬ 
lent  qualities  as  a  business  man,  and 
therein  lay  a  grave  danger  ^to  him. 
He  thought  of  everything  In  business 
terms.  Material  wealth  and  all  that 
troops  in  the  train  of  It:  power,  social 
prestige,  comforts  and  luxuries; 
slothful  and  ease  and  self-indulgence; 
these  things  allured  the  sight  of 
Judas.  He  started  to  follow  the  Lord, 
but  this  was  In  order  to  accrue  ma¬ 
terial  profit  from  that  course.  The 
pearl  of  great  price  was  to  him  a 
literal  pearl;  the  treasure  hid  in  a 
field  meant  to  him  a  rusted  pot  of 
gold  and  jewels  of  the  rarest  kind. 
But  worst  of  all.  his  mind  was  made 
up  on  this  subject.  He  had  reached 
a  conclusion,  and  a  conclusion  has 
been  defined  as  the  stake  a  man 
drives  down  to  mark  the  point  where 
he  got  tired  of  thinking. 

Simon  came  to  Jesus  as  a  learner: 
poor  Judas  already  knew.  Simon 
could  Jettison  opinions  which  might 
be  proved  groundless;  poor  Judas’ 
opinions  were  safely  stowed  and  se¬ 
curely  battened  down. 

II.  Their  Contrasted  Progress. 

Two  young  men  are  members  of  the 
same  peripatetic  school.  They  listen 
to  their  teacher,  enter  into  discus¬ 
sions  with  him  and  their  fellow  stu¬ 
dents.  eat  of  the  same  food,  sleep  In 
the  same  quarters,  visit  the  same 
dties.  cross  the  same  lake  In  the  same 
boat,  and  walk,  hip  to  hip.  along  the 
same  highways.  "Where  are  they  go¬ 
ing*"  “Oh.  here  and  there,  wherever 
the  teacher  leads  them.”  “But  the 
big  fisherman,  Simon,  where  is  he 
going  to  wind  up  ultimately?”  “Why, 
Simon  will  ultimately  wind  up  in 
heaven,  and  I  think  he  had  first  of 
all  hoped  that,  then  came  to  believe 
It.  and  at  last  came  to  know  It.” 
"Where  is  Simon's  fellow -student. 
Judas,  going?"  “The  poor  chap  Is  go¬ 
ing  the  same  way.  He  does  not  know 
he  Is  treading  the  downward  way  to 
hell,  though  he  Is  walking  and  talk¬ 
ing  with  the  guide  to  heaven." 

What  the  difference?  Attitude  of 
heart  toward  the  spirit  of  truth.  A 
hundred  factors  may  enter  into  the 
make-up  of  this  attitude,  but  the 
sum  Is  that.  He,  the  Spirit  of  Truth, 
Incarnate  here  in  the  Lord  of  Life, 
aeeks  entrance  Into  the  human  heart. 
Into  the  humble  and  contrite  heart, 
the  teachable  and  repentant  and  re¬ 
ceptive  heart  He  gladly  enters  and  His 
entrance  gives  light,  not  only,  but  life 
eternal  as  well.  But  the  heart  which 
He  finds  closed.  He  can  not  because 
He  will  not  enter.  By  what  Is  the 
door  of  the  closed  heart  closed?  A 
thousand  things:  Pride,  avarice,  vice, 
selfishness — and  the  more  gently  and 
frequently  the  Spirit  knocks  upon  the 
closed  door,  the  more  tightly  it  be¬ 
comes  closed.  The  more  frequently 
the  light  of  the  truth  shines  on  that 
door,  the  darker  all  within  it  be¬ 
comes 

III.  Their  Last  Earthly  8 late* 

Judas  once  an  innocent,  dimpled 
babe  In  hla  mother's  arms,  is  now  the 
traitor.  How  did  be  become  anything 


so  despicable?  Through  the  eye  that 
saw  and  the  heart  that  loved  only  the 
material,  through  the  soul  that 
lusted  for  the  earthly. 

Simon,  no  longer  8imon  but  Peter 
now  for  all  the  ages  the  Rock-man, 
playing  the  coward  even  near  the  end, 
but  loving  his  Lord  with  single  heart. 
A  son  of  Abraham  through  faith  in 
the  Savior,  be  follows,  and  even 
though  be  denies  the  Lord,  be  loves 
with  a  love  that  will  not  be  denied, 
and  comes  back  to  sit  in  penitence  at 
the  Master's  feet,  to  watch  by  his 
cross,  to  run  to  His  empty  tomb,  to 
meet  Him  early  after  the  resurrection, 
to  serve  Him  as  long  as  life  lasted. 

IV.  Night  and  Day. 

“He  (Judas!  then  having  received 
the  sop  went  out  straightway:  and 
it  was  night’’  (John  13:27).  The 
gloaming  came  on  slowly  for  him  at 
the  first.  He  no  doubt  saw  the  gleam, 
but  turned  his  back  upon  it.  Then 
as  the  days  passed,  the  shadows 
lengthened  and  the  shades  deepened, 
the  twilight  shaded  Into  a  gloaming 
that  turned  Into  grass  darkness  when 
he  at  last  left  the  Lord  and  went  out 
Into  the  night.  Dark  it  was  when 
he  reached  the  rendezvous  with  the 
enemies  of  his  best  friend,  night  It 
was  as  he  guided  those  who  laid  vio¬ 
lent  hands  ujx>n  Jesus.  Night  it  was 
when  he  kissed  the  cheek  of  Him 
whose  blood  he  had  sold,  night 
deeper  yet  when  the  stifling  fog  of 
remorse  overtook  him,  when  he  cast 
the  price  he  had  exacted  for  his 
Master  at  the  feet  of  those  who  had 
given  it.  and  gross  darkness  it  was 
when,  on  the  branch  of  a  tree  that 
projected  over  the  edge  of  a  precipice 
he  looped  one  end  of  a  rope,  slipped 
his  head  through  a  noose  at  the  other 
end.  leapt  from  the  edge  of  the  preci¬ 
pice.  dangled  and  revolved  for  a  mo¬ 
ment  at  the  end  of  the  rope  which 
broke  under  the  strain  so  that  his 
wretched  body  hurtled  down  into  the 
gross  darkness  of  the  valley  and 
burst  upon  the  black  fock  beneath.

From  Jewish  Lawyer  to 
Baptist  Preacher 

I  was  born  In  Russia  on  January 
7  1902,  In  the  city  of  Moghtllcr  on 
the  bank*  of  the  Dnieper  river,  out 
yonder  where  the  Bolshevists  and  the 
Nazis  are  fighting  even  now.  In 
Russia,  in  my  time,  the  educational 
system  was  limited.  Schools  were  ex¬ 
cellent;  In  fact,  they  were  superlaUve. 
But  there  was  not  enough  of  them. 
In  the  city  In  which  I  was  bom.  a 
city  of  150.000  people,  there  were  two 
grade  schools,  one  high  school  and 
one  Junior  college  I  don't  suppose 
that  In  all  these  schools  together 
there  were  as  many  people  as  there 
are  In  the  average  grammar  school  or 
hlRh  school  In  Los  Angeies. 

When  I  came  to  this  country.  In 
December  of  1919.  I  was  almost  thir¬ 
teen  years  of  age.  1  knew  a  little 
latin.  and  I  knew  quite  a  bit  of 
German  and  Russian  and  Yiddish 
and  Polish.  I  had  studied  some 
Greek,  and  of  course  I  knew  Hebrew 
as  that  was  taught  in  my  first  schools. 
But  I  did  not  know  one  single  syllable 
In  English. 

I  came  U>  Chicago.  My  father  was 
already  there.  My  mother  and  my 
two  brothers  and  I  came  across  the 
waters  together.  When  I  reached 
Chicago,  of  course  they  put  me  In  a 
grade  school.  I  never  will  forget 
those  first  days  In  that  Hans  Chris¬ 
tian  Anderwn  public  school  In  Chi¬ 
cago.  They  were  torment.  There  I 
was,  a  thirteen-ycar-old  boy— I 
weighed  somewhere  In  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  of  150  pounds— and  they  had 
to  squeeze  me  Into  one  of  those  first- 
grade  seats  that  were  made  for  pupils 
half  my  stse. 

I  had  a  teacher  in  the  public 
school  In  Chicago  who  was  the  pret¬ 
tiest  young  woman  I  ever  knew  In 
my  life.  Anyway,  she  was  my  first 
love  affair.  I  used  to  watch  her  and 
followed  her  with  my  eyes.  When 
summer  vacation  came,  and  she  was 
getting  ready  to  dismiss  us.  she  said 
to  the  class,  “If  I  were  marking  you 
children  tor  attention.  I’d  give  Hy¬ 
man  100%,  because  he  Is  always  lis¬ 
tening  to  me"  she  didn’t  know  I 
wasn't  listening  to  her.  I  was  Just 
worshipping  her! 

1  went  through  that  first  grade,  and 
the  second,  third,  and  fourth,  and  by 
the  time  summer  vacation  came,  I 
was  in  the  fifth  grade.  I  went  to 
summer  school  that  year,  came  back 
»nd  skipped  another  grade,  went 
through  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grades  that  second  year,  and  then 
*ent  to  preparatory  school,  to  the 
University,  and  to  Law  School.  In 
1!)?l  I  was  licensed  to  practice  law 
in  Illinois.  I  still  have  that  license. 

At  that  time  1  was  not  very  re- 
hg'ous.  Don't  misunderstand  me — I 
sas  not  atheistic.  I  was  not  an  In- 
f'del.  i  believed  in  Ood;  I  believed 
|n  heaven;  I  believed  in  hell;  I  be¬ 
lieved  in  the  resurrection;  I  believed 
‘n  the  Judgment.  I  cant  tell  you 
*hat  I  believed  about  the  Inspiration 
of  the  Bible,  because  that  question 
was  not  brought  up  In  the  Hebrew 


schools,  but  of  course  I  did  not  believe 
that  Jesus  was  the  Christ,  the  Son  of 
the  living  Ood.  I  had  never  seen 
a  New  Testament.  I  had  never  heard 
anybody  read  from  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment.  I  had  never  held  a  New  Tes¬ 
tament  in  my  hands.  I  just  didn't 
know  anything  about  Jt. 

I  was  engaged  to  be  married,  of 
course  to  a  young  Jewish  girl.  I 
went  to  the  synagogue  three  times  a 
year,  on  the  two  New  Years  days 
and  the  Day  of  Atonement.  I  didn’t 
do  much  praying.  I  didn’t  do  any 
Bible  studying.  But  I  hadn't  done 
anything  so  terribly  bad  I  wasn't 
much  of  a  drunkard,  and  I  didn’t 
gamble  very  much.  Yet,  1  knew  I 
wasn't  an  angel.  In  fact.  I  knew  I 
was  a  sinner  on  the  road  to  the  tor¬ 
ments  of  a  devil's  hell. 

When  I  was  graduated  from  the 
University  In  Chicago,  I  came  out 
the  highest  man,  and  received  a 
scholarship.  It  was  supposed  to  be 
for  two  years,  but  I  arranged  with 
the  school  and  took  night  work  and 
In  three  years  I  got  my  master  of 
laws  degree.  I  was  practicing  law  all 
that  time. 

In  the  middle  of  my  second  year  out 
of  school,  one  of  the  professors  at  De 
Paul  University,  a  classmate  of  Theo¬ 
dore  Roosevelt,  died.  The  school 
asked  me  to  come  and  teach  his 
classes.  Of  course  I  didn’t  have 
enough  actual  experience  to  be  a 
teacher  of  law.  but  I  could  teach  In 
the  academy,  and  this  I  did.  Thus 
It  was  that  for  a  time  I  was  teaching 
school,  attending  school  and  practic¬ 
ing  law. 

My  father  was  a  builder  He  used 
to  be  in  big  business.  Before  I  be¬ 
came  a  lawyer,  his  legal  affairs  were 
handled  by  other  lawyers,  and  It  cost 
him  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars 
each  year.  When  I  became  a  lawyer, 
he  threw  all  of  his  business  of  this 
kind  into  my  lap.  Sometimes  he 
would  pay  me;  sometimes  he  would 
not  He  was  my  father,  and  I  wasn’t 
going  to  sue  him.  I  owed  him  plenty 
as  It  was. 

But  there  I  was — doing  two  men's 
work  and  sometimes  three  men's 
work,  and  I  was  just  barely  In  my 
twenties.  I  went  on  that  way.  driv¬ 
ing  seven  days  a  week,  working  from 
early  morning  until  late  at  night, 
having  a  good  time,  as  I- thought, 
making  money  hand  over  fist,  taking 
my  recreation  and  amusement  In 
night  clubs  and  In  shows  and  In 
things  like  that. 

In  1924.  in  the  early  fall.  I  had  a 
bad  nervous  breakdown.  1  have  never 
completely  recovered  from  It.  I  went 
all  to  pieces,  and  for  weeks  I  could 
do  nothing. 

One  night  I  came  home,  and  my 
family  was  having  a  conference.  My 
father  was  there,  my  older  brother, 
my  law-  partner,  my  mother,  and  our 
family  physician.  Dr.  Choldenkcr,  one 
of  the  greatest  doctors  Chicago  ever 
had. 

Dr.  Choldenko  called  me  into  the 
parlor  where  they  were  sitting  and 
said,  "81t  down.  I  want  to  talk  to 
you  a  bit.’*  « 

1  sat  down. 

He  said,  "Son.  we  have  had  a  con¬ 
ference  about  you,  and  we've  decided 
that  you're  to  take  a  vacation.” 

1  said.  “I  can’t  take  a  vacation. 
I'm  too  busy.  Why,  I'm  behind  in 
my  work.” 

"All  right,”  he  replied.  “It’s  up  to 
you.

1.  4 ‘Chaff  which  wind  driveth  away’): 
— It  means  that  people  who  are 
-ungodly’  are  compared  to  'chaff 
which  is  entirely  of  no  value  or 
worth  while.  Such  ‘chaff  was  blown 
from  the  threshing  floor  by  the 
swift  wind. 

2.  (Two  famous  Bible  characters); 
—The  characters  were  King  Solo¬ 
mon  and  the  prophet  Jeremiah, 
neither  of  whom  was  of  ‘child  age' 
H  Kings,  3:7,  and  Jeremiah,  1:9), 
their  childish  reference  meaning 
an  humble  sense  of  inadequacy  to 
carry  out  important  missions. 

3.  (David's  reference  to  ‘a  dry  and 
thirsty  land,  etc.’);— He  referred  to 
"The  wilderness  of  Judaea'  com¬ 
prising  the  many  desolate  and  roll¬ 
ing  hills,  where  no  water  is.' 
This  inspired  him  to  write  the  63rd. 
Psalm,  expressing  his  thirst  for 
God. 

4.  (“The  vale  of  Siddim"): — According 
to  Gen.  14;  Verse  3.  it  is  stated 
that  The  vale  of  Siddim'  was  really 
‘the  salt  sea,’  or  the  Dead  Sea  as 
we  know  it  today.  The  query  as  to 
what  happened  there  refers  to  the 
kings  of  Sodom  and  Gomorrah,  who 
fell  in  the  ’vale  of  Siddim.  'salt 
sea,  or  Dead  Seat,  during  the  war 
which  caused  the  destruction  of 
Sodom  and  Gomorrah,  ‘the  cities  of 
the  plains.’  Here  the  slimeplts 
(Gen.  14;  Verse  101,  or  extreme 
salinity  and  bitumen  contents  ol 
the  water  overwhelmed  them.
